THE CAPTURE OF THE PEsoa.

INTERVIEW WITH A OHINESE 
PRISONER, 


(From Our Special Correspondent with the 
‘ dpanese Army,) 


i Mekung, April.11. 
“Yesterday. we made a tour of inspection 
of the hospital ship Kobe Maru, andin the 
‘wounded ward’ we saw «Chinese prisoner 
who waa wounded in .the jattnok on Ma- 
kung. Ile said his’name wae Wong-zu- 
chin; he was a native of Shenghai, and 


koew nothing whatever about the Chinese 
suldiers or the fight.” He protested that 
he was’s pavoofal, inoffensive sitizon of 
no particular trade, but tried to make a 
Hiving .as a hawker or small shopkeoper, 
sometimes doing cootie-werk or odd jobs, of 
any kind. He had lived at Il-hong-kow, 
Shanghai, always until last Deoamber, when 
hevame tu Makung to see a friend, Only 
two or threo Shaoghat men lived regularly 
in Makung. He came in a@ European 
steamer, noto warahip or traneport, He 
Uhought-the name of the ship was Nis ho. 
lin” Thero were no guns on board, nor sol- 
diera’; it wan jast like any of tho traders at 
Woosung. (There oculd not have been aa 
ordioary trading steamship coming to Ma- 
kung; 1 koow no steamer with a nome like 
this, bat if must of coursa have been a 
transport.) The ship came from Shanghai 
direot, without calling at Foochow or Amoy. 
‘Thero were aboat 160 other Obinces passoa- 
gers; oo fordigners on board at all, os far 
‘seheknew, (This must have been a mis- 
take.) After arriving in Makang, Wing 
lived’ with bis - friend, doing nothing 
in particular; not that ha was 
@ rich man of independent meape—on the 
contrary, he waa a very poor man who had 
been obliged to leave Shanghai. because he 
could not earn-a living there, and wauted to- 
go abroad and seek his fortune. Thera was 
not acy fortuae for bia in Makung, but he 
stayed becausa-his friend was there, Ob 
no, the friend was not a military recruiting 
offcer, certainly siot—quita the raverso, 
quite an admirer of the Japanese. Ho had 
never thought preparations wero boing mado 
in Mokdng to fight the Japanese; he know 
they wore very good people who would not 
hurt e poor Chinaman, and he would like to 
be taken to live among thom in their coun- 
try, Ho bod never tried to kill any 
Japanese; he was snot a soldier, never 
handled a gua in his life, aud would 
‘| not, wieh'to even ifhe knew bow, Ho knew. 
nothing whatever about the fighting, Oh, 
well, be did know about tho arrival of tho 
Japangee expedition; that was twenty aye 
ago, Atl the Chinese ran away ; the Chi- 
nese vere not 80 brave na the Japatone, but 
the Japaness wera very kiod, Wong was 
running away toa, but he wae wounded and 
fell, He had cot run away earlier beoause 
he wanted to cee, Must of the Obinese tan 
away long bofore the shooting began, two or 
three days before; but Wong stayed beoanes 
he liked to see: “Then whan the fighting bo. 
gan he was afraid, and ran aay, bedause 
be was hot « soldier, Then how did his, 
wound come to be in ‘front? Well that 
was beoatse as he ran awsy there way
